DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 and 3-10 are allowed. 

Claim 1 recites, "wherein the head of each pack unit, which is the position having 
the predetermined relationship, precedes the recording position determined by the 
management information serving as the reproduction reference corresponding to the 
time management information by an amount given by adding a predetermined 
preceding amount to the delay time in the decoding at the head of the pack unit," which 
is a unique feature that is not disclosed by prior art. 

Claims 3-7 are allowable because they depend from claim 1 above. 

Claim 8 recites, "wherein the recording position of each pack unit precedes the 
reproduction reference generated by the time management information by an amount 
given by adding a predetermined preceding amount to the processing reference," which 
is a unique feature that is not disclosed by prior art. 

Claim 9 is allowable for the same reason as discussed in claim 1 above. 

Claim 10 is allowable for the same reason as discussed in claim 8 above.
